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ALIEN LANG BILL | 
PASOED BY HOUSE 


Senate Adopts Judiciary Com- 
mitte Measure on Second 
Reading 


By Its Teen No Alien Can‘ Hold 
Real Property Longer Than 
One Year 


Sacramento, April 15—The assembly 
today by a vote of 66 to 15, passed the 
anti-alien land bill. All attempts to 
amend were voted down and {the mea- 
sure passed as it came from the judi- 
ciary committee. The provisions of 
the bill are practically the same as 
those of the senate bill. 


Sacramento, April 14.— The final 
draft of the proposed anti-alien land 
law that is to take the place of all 
the bills that have been introduced re- 
lating to the same subject was adopted 
by the senate Saturday on second read» 
ing, and will come up for final passage 
in the upper house of the legislature 
today. 

Senator Newton W. Thompson of Los 
Angeles, acting on behalf of the ju- 
diciary coinmittee, prepared the meas- 
ure in its present form. The principal 
provisions are as follows: 

**Section 1—No alien shall acquire 
title to or own or hold real property 
within this state, or any interest there- 
in, or take or acquire or hold same by 
devise, descent, purchase or otherwise, 
except as in this act provided. 

Section 2—Title to real property sit- 
uated in this state may be acquired 
and held by aliens, whether resident 
or non-resident, under the restrictions, 
terms and conditions herein set forth, 
but not otherwise: 

(A.) Any allen may hereafter. ac- 
quire by purchase or otherwise (except- 
ing by devise or descent, which are 
hereinafter provided for), any right,

title or interest in or to any real prop- 
erty situated in this state, and may 
hoid the same for the period of one 
year after the date of so acquiring 
such title, right or interest, but no 
longer.” At the expiration of the said 
period of one year, all real property so 
held by said alien, and all right, title 
and interest therein so held by such 
alien, shall be subject to escheat to the 
state of California, and proceedings 
for such purpose shall be taken as here- 
inafter provided. 

Subdivision B relates to property ac- 
quired by devise or descent, and pro- 
vides that it may be held for a period 
of one year after the date uf the final 
distribution, when it shall become 
subject to escheat to the state, as in 
Subdivision A. 

Section 8 of the act prescribes the 
same limitations for corporations, 
whether formed under the provisions of 
the state of California or of any other 
state or country, ‘‘a majority of the 
issued and outstanding capital stock 
of which shall be owned, or held, by 
any alien or aliens.’’ 

Section 4 relates to contacts and 
leases, and reads as follows: 

‘‘No contract, d4greement or lease 
whereby real property, or any interest 
therein, is hereafter let, leased or 
rented for a longer period than three 
years, shall be made to any alien or 
to any corporation of the class described 
in section 3 of this act, and no renewal 
or extension of any such contract, 
lease ur agreement shall be made ex- 
tending said period of three years.’’ 

Section 5 provides that an alien or 
an alien corporation ‘thereafter ac- 
quiring, owning or holding-real prop- 
erty’’ in the state of California, in con- 
travention to the expressed provisions 
of the act, may convey the same at any 
time before the commencement of es- 
eheat proceedings. 

Property may be conveyed to another 
alien or alien corporation, to be held 
for a period not exceeding one year. 
It is provided that ‘‘if any such coun- 
veyance shall be made with the intent 
or for the purpose of evading the pro- 
visions of this act, such conveyance 
shall render the property thereby con- 
veyed subject tu escheat to the state 
of California for the beneffit of the 
state school fund.’’ 

The property rights conveyed through 
citizenship are defined in section 6 as 
follows: 

*‘Nothing in this act shail apply to 
any real property acquired, owned or 
held by any alien who shall have de- 
clared his intention of becoming a citi- 
zen of the United States, according to 
law, or who shall have become a citi- 
zen of the United..States, or to any 
real property acquired, owned or held 
by any corporation, the owners of the 
majority stock of which shali have de- 
clared ‘theif intention of becoming iti- 
zens of the United States according to 
law, or shall have become citizens,’ 

An absolute guarntee of full treaty 
rights to every subject of a foreign 
power is contained in Section 7, which 
reads as follows: 

The provisions of this: act shall not 
impair oar destroy any right secured 
to any alien under the provisions of any 
existing treaty between the United 


States and the country of which such 
alien shall be a citizen or subject.’’

Washington—Direct election of Unit 
ed States senators by the people was 
authorized and made compulsory when 
on Tuesday the Connecticut legislature 


ratified the. amendment submitted by |. 


congress less than a year ago. The 
new..amendment is. the seventeenth 
to the federal constitution to be adopt- 
ed. It reads. 

The senate of the United States shall 
be corn.posed of two senators from each 
state, elected by the ‘people thereof, 
for six years; and each senator shall 
have one vote. The electors in each 
state shall have the qualifications re- 
quisite for electors of the most numer- 
ous branch of thé state legislatures. 

When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any state in the senate, 
the executive authority of such state 
shall issue writs of élection to till such 
vacancies, provided that the legisltaure 
of any.state may empower the execu- 
tive thereof to make temporary ap- 
pointments until the people fill the va- 
cancies by election as the legislature 
may direct. 


McReynolds Disapproves Lovett 
Plan for Dissolution of Merger 


Washington—Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds and the Harriman interests 
have come to a deadlock over the plan 
for dissoluticn of the Southern Pacifir- 
Union Pacific merger. McReynolds 
said he had disapproved the dissolution 
plan submitted last week by Judge 
Lovett, chairman of the Union Pacific 
board of directors. 

Judge Lovett in turn has informed 
the Attorney General that in view of 
the short time remaining under the or- 
der of the supreme court, further re- 
visions of the plan appear impractica- 
ble and the proposed plan will be pre- 
sented by him to the United States 
circuit court in its present form.

UNITED STATES SHIP 
BUILDING SHOWS GAIN 


Washington— Returns received by 
the bureau of navigation of the depart- 
ment of commerce indicate that the 
current fiscal year will show an output 
of American ehipyards greater than for 
any of the past four years, and equal 
to the average annual output for any 
series of years of active construction. 
For the nine months ended March 31 
the merchant vessels built in the 
United States and officially numbered 
by the department comprised 1114 of 
260,265 gross tons, compared with 1051 
of 151,341 gross tons for the corres- 
ponding nine months a year ago. As 
the spring and early summer are gen- 
erally the season of greatest progress, 
the output for the year will probably 


reach 400,000 tons. Steel steamers 
built aggregate 151,507 tons, compared 
with 75,507 tons for the coresponding 
nine months a year ago. Shipbuil ling 
on the Great Lakes shows little change, 
but the total output on the Atlantic 
seaboard has increased from 64,522 tons 
to 161,061 tons. Wood sailing vessels 
show a decrease and form only a small 
fraction—11,971 tons—of the total for 
the United States.

TAR POOLS YIELD 


AAGH FIND 


Remains of Marvelous Lot of 
Birds” and Animals Are 


Uncovered

Ficus: Tigers, Camels, Lions 
and Many Other Species Once 
Roamed Over State 


San Francisco—Dr. John Campbell 
Merram, professor of palaeontology in 
the University of California, delivered 
the first lecture of the spring session 
of the Pacific Association of Scientific 
bodies at the San Francisco Insti ute 
of Art, and for the first time gave the 
public the results of the remarkable 
excavations which the university is 
carrying on in the tar pools of the 
Rancho la Brea, near Los Angeles. 

‘thousands of remarkable discoveries 
have been made in the tar beds of 
Rancho la Brea. Skeletons of entirely 
new species of animals long extinct 
have been brought to light. Remains 
have been found which show that Am- 
erica was the original home of the 
camel; that the lion, clephant and 
tiger roamed over California long be- 
fore the time of man. Specimens of 
animals have been recovered complete 
where previoulsly only a few stray 
bones existed. 

Three years ago, when Professor 
Merriam commenced excavation opera- 
tions, science had but fifteen speci- 
mens of prehistoric bird life. Between 
forty and fifty thousand bird remains 
have been recovered and of this vast 
number, more than seventy-five are of 
entirely new species. Plants, seeds, 
vegetation and specimens of beetles, 
worms and insects have also been found 
in great quantities, but not as yet 
classified. It is expected that the vast 
collection will yield many entirely new 
specimens. 

According tv Dr. Merriam, the re- 
mains discovered have been )preserved 
practically intact and the variety and 


the remarkable, state, of preservation, 


permit opportunities for study unsur- 
passed in the world. 

The commonest remains recovered is 
that ot the ancient giant wolf. In 
one space of four cubic yards forty of 
the skulls were recovereu. Next ir 
number seems to be the skeletons Jf 
the saber tooth tiger, which must hive 
been common in California. In the 
same four yards of asphalt twenty 
saber tooth tiger skulls were recovered. 
Most remarkable of all the discoveries, 
however, Dr. Merriam considers the 
discovery of skeletons of camels. Dr. 
Merriam advanced the theory that the 
camel had its origin in America and 
that it migrated from here to Asia by 
way of Alaska and from unknown 
causes died out there. 

Numerous skeletons of mastedons 
and elephants have been found, as well 
as the remains of a horse similar to 
the present animal. Another remarka- 
ble find was that of a bear which was 
two and a half times greater than the 
greatest of the present grizzly bears. 
A condor has been recovered which was 
only previously known through Indian 
traditions and which far surpassed any 
bird of the eagle family in size. 

Another remarkable fina was a lion 
which bears a resemblance to both the 
African and the Californian. In size, 
however, it was a giant compared to 
any of the present day animals. Nu- 
merous specimens of the giant sloth 
give proof that they were exceedingly 
plentiful {n California in the Pleisto- 
cene period, at which time most of the 
animals were caught in the tar trap. 

At least two different specimens of 
buffalo have been recovered and one 
measures eight feet nine inches from 
one tip of the horn to the other. About 


the only remains which have not been 
recuvered are those of man. 


The reason that so many animals 
were found in such a small space, Dr. 
Merriam explained, was due to the fact 
that the tar and asphalt pools were 
concealed by light coverings of sand 
and dust, and when the unfortunate 
beast stepped on this covering it was 
caught fast. Tigers, wolves and othe: 
carnivorous animals, seeing such ap- 
parently easy prey in sight, were also 
caught in large numbers. If man ex- 


isted at the time he was able to elude |' 


the trap. Dr. Merriam says the La 
Brea beds have furnished a perfect 
link in the, geological chain between 
the present period and the Pliocene 
period which existed previous to the 
Pleistocene period during which the La 
Breau beds were formed.
